The amendment filed on June 21 , 2004 canceling all claims drawn to the elected 
invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive 
(MPEP § 821 .03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention 
because they are drawn to a tooth illuminating apparatus including a positioner and a 
mouthpiece index which are directed to a distinct species as shown in Fig. 6. The 
invention, elected by original presentation, to a portable tooth whitening device including 
a mobile support does not include the features of the newly claimed species.
